A.A.  IS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE  TOO! 

Alcoholics  Anonymous  has  just  released  a  film  featuring 
four  young  recovering  alcoholics.  This  film  is  available  for 
screening  to  school,  church  and  community  groups  as  well  as  to 
groups  of  professionals  including  doctors,  therapists,  correction 
officers,  and  family  counselors.  It  is  also  available  to  ovcr-the-air 
broadcasters. 

The  stories,  told  by  four  young  people  of  varying  back- 
grounds, detail  how  they  were  introduced  to  alcohol.  They  clearly 
demonstrate  their  experiences  at  home,  at  school,  and  in  society 
generally  as  their  progressive  alcoholism  led  them  into  severe  dif- 
ficulties and  threatened  their  ability  to  cope  with  life  at  any  level. 

The  participants  are  not  professional  actors.  Thus,  in  keep- 
ing with  the  A.A.  tradition  of  anonymity,  their  faces  arc  not  seen 
in  the  film,  but  their  voices  can  be  heard  as  they  tell  their 
stories. 

The  film  is  available  in  1/2  inch  VHS  and  3/4  inch  U-matic 
videos,  as  well  as  in  16mm  for  sound  projection.  Running  time 
is  28  minutes.

HEARING  ON  PROPOSED  CHANGES 

TO  SCHOOL  CONTROVERSIES  RULES 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  proposing 
changes  to  administrative  rules  governing  school  controversies  as 
a  result  of  two  legal  developments:  the  transfer  of  postsecondary 
vocational  education  governance  to  the  Board  of  Regents  and  a 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  directive  that  state  superintendents 
and  county  superintendents  can  no  longer  serve  as  due  process 
impartial  hearing  officers  for  special  education  cases.  A  formal 
hearing  will  be  held  on  these  proposed  changes  at  10:00  a.m.  on 
February  1,  1988  in  Room  104  of  the  State  Capitol.  You  may
